Another feature of the changes 
in Medi-cal is the elimination of 
the funding category，Medically 
Indigent Adults (MIAs)，who are 
individuals not eligible for Medi- 
cal, but who are unable to pay 
hospital bills for major or catas- 
trophic illness， Under the new 
legislation， MIAs will be the 
responsibility of county hospitals， 
which will receive 70% of the 
Medi-cal funding that had been 
used to treat MIAs. 

INCENTIVEE 

The changes are intended to 
reduce heajlth care costs by forcing 
doctors and hospitals to be more 
cost-conscious and by intro- 
ducing an element of comPpetition 
to the ”health care industry， 
Doctors and hospitals which can- 
not provide services for the price 
Medi-cal is willing to pay will not 
Teceive Medi-cal patients， 

Because previous Medi-cal pro- 
cedures allowed.doctors and hos- 
pitals to charge Medi-cal what- 
ever they wished,， with reimburse- 
ment guaranteed，there was no 
incentive for hospitals and doctors 
to keep costs down,，，Insurance 
companies claim that this lack of 
incentive was the primary reason 
for the 20% _ annual increase in 
heajth care costs over the last five 
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years. 

But many question whether the 
actual effect of the new measures 
will be to reduce health care costs 
or to reduce the level and qualjlity 
of Medi-cal funded health care. 

As Ted Fourkas，director of 
public information for the Cali- 
fornia Hospital Association，point- 
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ed out，“Since the money the state 
is willing to spend has decreased， 
there will have to be some adjust- 
ment in the level of staff，amount 
of equipment and quajlity. There 
is going to be either fewer services 
or a lessening of quality.…

While the recent changes in Medi-cal signed into law 
by Governor Brown were designed with intention of Saving 
the :state money in health care by spurring competition 
within the health industry, efforts must be made to ensure 


that Iminority  ， groups 


relatively low costs per Patient per 
day，such as Chinese Hospital， 
will be the least affected，accord- 
ing to Dr，Lowe， He explained 
that the costs that will most likely 
be closely scrutinized by the new 
hospital“czar” will be in support 
Services， follow-up services pro- 
vided above and beyond the basic 
treatment services，Larger, “high 
cost" hospitals，with the capabil-

Many low-income and elderly patients requiring public 
health care may not only be largely monolingual, they may 
Very likely be totally'illiterate as well. County institutions 
may lack the bilingual staff and the cultural sensitivity to 
adequately service them:. 

While we welcome the potential savings facilitated 
by these changes， we Urge bublic health officials to make 
strenuous efforts to provide access to public health care 
for those poor and elderly who may require Special out- 
reach work and to be certain that the institutions which 
will treat these _ patients are sensitive to linguistic and 
cultural differences which may affect the health care 
they receive. 
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reimbursed by Medi-cal，Hospi- 
tals such as Chinese Hospital do 
not have the staff or equipment to 
Provide some of these ancillary 
seivices， and will not be as 


seriously affected by cuts in these ， 


areas as some of the jlarger 
hospitals, he said. 
”Nonetheless， Lowe predicted 
that Chinese Hospital will receive 
approximately $100,000 less from 
the state under the new Medi-cal 
procedures，He expressed doubts 
that all of this shortfall can be 
absorbed simPply by cutting costs 
and more efticient administra- 
tion， 

He noted that equipment puUr- 
chases will almost certainly have 
to_be curtailed for the next few 
years, He also noted that 60% of 


the hospital budget goes to em- 
- ployee expenses and employee 


costs _ are .likely to continue to 
increase, despite Medi-cal funding 
cuts. The cuts will simply result in 
the hospital having less money to 
meet employee wages. 

The cuts in Medi-cal come at a 
time when the Senate is _also 
considering $15.2 billion cuts in 
the _ nation-wide Medi-care and 
Medic-aid system. The proposed 
federal cuts would raise monthly 
premiums for all recipients of 
benefits and also increase Patients 
out-of-pocket expenses.

For all 
buildqings,，a specific percentage of 
low and moderate income resi- 
dents must live in the units. 

Interest-free loans are also 
available ， to building owners 
whose parapet structures have 
been cited by the city's Parapet 
Safety Program，The loans will 
cover either hajlf the cost of repairs 
or up to $8000，whichever is less.

“An important aspect (of the 
training) is the cultural aspect, the 
role of computers and technology 
ip our society,”Hemphill pointed 
out.“If a person has been through 
Hong Kong，he's seen some of the 
equipment. But weTe getting a lot 
of people from the mainland and 
Southeast Asia and the impor- 
tance of data in our society is 
totally alien to them， Even a 
typewriter is_ exciting.”Hemphill 
mentioned the case of one Viet- 
namese women who had good 
office skills and a good analytic 
mind，but was nonetheless com- 
pletely “overwhelmed by the 
computer. Such cases of “technol- 
ogy shock”are rare though，only 
about one in ten, he said. 

Qualifications for the computer 
training course are kept minimal: 
some knowledge of a keyboard， 
including a typing ability of 20-30 
wpm, and a basic level of English. 
All applicants are interviewed and 
Sometimes individuals are coun- 
selled to participate in one of the 
centers other job-training pro- 
grams，Most applicants are put 
into the program for a short while 
and their aptitude is evaluated on 
how well they do But people who 
express an interest in the program 
usually get in, Hemphill said， 

The center offers two levels of 
training in each class， Work- 
station Operator TI and II. Level I 
teaches basic concepts and .the 
different types of screen displays， 
It meets one hour daily for a 
Six-wWeek semester， Level II is 
oriented toward building skills 


and meets for two hours daily.: 


Because of the demand and the 
Success of the program，the center 
is expanding the program from 
one to three classes. 
CONDITIONS 


Since the_ computer arrived at 
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CRDC trainee Kenny Tang studies a video display on one of

the center，IBM has sent several 
teams of trainers and analysts to 
help set .up the system， Chen 
added. IBM has also provided a 
free service and maintenance 
agreement. (IBM will be unable to 
absorb all of the_ graduates of the 
CRDC program, While some will 
undoubtedly go to work for IJBM， 
many others will work in the 
insurance, finance, and real estate 
sectors, Chen noted.) 

IBM has also set some condi- 
tions on CRDCS use of the 
System : at least an 85% Place- 
ment rate for trainees; an ad- 
visory committee to periodically 
Teview the curriculum and assess 
the requirements of the labor 
market;，and that CRDC must 
continue to serve the community 
with the computer. CRDC is 
expressly forbidden from using the 
System for non-training Purposes. 

Asked about IBM's motivation 
for giving the computer，worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
(although IBM refuses to disclose 
the exact worth)，Chen noted， 
"Its alaw of economics, you dont 
get something for nothing.” 

“Rather than draining resources 
from the economy，we contribute 
to _ the economy. Most of the 
people we train are on Some kind 
of welfare; we turn them into 
taxpayers，The massive support 
weve been getting from IBM 
indicates their confidence ”in 
CRDC, despite the total extinction 
of many similar agencies,”Chen 
explained, adding that aside from 
atax break, the donation serves to 
improve public relations for IBM. 
(IBM is Planning eight ， other 
training centers.) 

She also noted that CRDC has a 
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89% retention rate for the people 
过 Places in jobs. 

“People ,coming and going is 
Very expensive for a company. But 
we dont just encourage oOUTI 
people to stay put ip their jobs.

In 
truth， besides the Chinese in 
China, there are at least 25 million 
people ”of Chinese extraction 
outside China's borders in prac- 
tically every country around the 
globe. Of these，about 70% can 
claim Guangdong as their ances- 
tral home (most of the remaining 
were from neighboring Fujian)， 
with almost a half of these being 
of Cantonese descent. In the US,. 
even Imore，about 80-85% are 
Cantonese who can trace their 
roots to the Pearl River Delta and 
Sze Yup areas in this province， 


MIXED 1 
Cantonese (Yue Yu 开放 ) 
known to the Cantonese as 
baakwaa( 百 话 ) is the Chinese 
dialect spoken in the region 
extending from the Pearl River 


delta in Guangdong up the West 
River basin all the way to Nanning 


( 站 公 ) in neighboring Cuangxi. 
About 50 million people within 
and_ outside China， including 
approximately two-thirds of the 
Guangdong “population， speak 
variations of this dialect， 

The Cantonese have mixed

more than 3;000 years ago, in the 
eastern coastal region of China in 
Zhejiang and then later spreading 
southward into Fujian，GCuang- 
dong，Guangxi，and the northern 
part of Vietnam.

River delta. In the ensuing OPpium 
War of 1839-1842，China was 
humiliatingly defeated and Was 
forced to open treaty ports to the 
West，thus ending China's isola- 
tion policy， Hong ong at the 
mouth of the Pearl River estuary 
became a British colony and 
developed into an international 
port， which further facilitated 
Western contacts with Cuang- 
dong.

until someone new sits down and 
discovers its shortcomings， 

During their visit to Manzinar， 
Victor runs into one of his old 
friends _ from internment days; 
Takeshi “Miyahara (Soon-Tech 
Oh). The two reminisce about the 
old days when they studied karate 
together. But as they recount their 
experiences 让 becomes clear that 
their past is all they have in 
common, despite their attempts to 
bejlieve otherwise. 

Takeshi， who fought in the 
decorated 442nd division during 
the war，went to Japan after the 
warto study and become a master 
at karate. Karate is his life，But 
karate is more to Takeshi than a 
martial art, it is a link to his roots， 
his soul.

Victor is a witty fellow who， 
either from some miq-life crisis or 
realization of his past- mistakes;

But Victors search for the karate 
spirit does not go _ deep enough，
